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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 \ 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-14, 16-19, and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Grenon (Us 6,544,178 Bl). Grenon discloses real-time volumetric renderings (enhancement) of 
tissues. This is done with an ultrasonic scanner comprising a transducer, a receiver, a processor, 
and a display to acquire and display images in a 3D volume acquisition mode (col. 4 line 17-24, 
col. 3 line 18-25). A first ultrasonic volume data set, having multiple anatomic features such as 
the heart, the veins in the heart, and the blood flowing, is taken with a scanning parameter of a 
first value. A second scan can then be taken with an adjusted scanning parameter based on the 
first volume rendering, which would lead the second scan image to have to be processed with a 
different image enhancing technique such as processed with a different opacity factor. The 
second scan volume rendering can then be presented simultaneously along with the second 
volume rendering (col. 6 line 22-65, col. 7 line 45-53). In order to volume render the ultrasonic 
images, a portion of the tissue that is the region of interest must be identified so therefore the 
slice (which can be a C-plane slice, col. 4 line 63-67) and the thickness of the slice (how large 
the area of interest is) must be known in order to know how much area to render into a volume 
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(col. 2 line 52-col. 3 line 5). This portion then can be passed through various volumetric 
rendering techniques such as passing the image through a gradient extractor to compensate for 
low intensity values (gradient light rendering), and/or having the intensity values of each pixel 
negated and normalized to produce a normal vector for shading the data (average projection) 
(col. 7 line 9-65). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 15, 20-22, and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Grenon further in view of Argiro (US 5,986,662). What Grenon does not disclose is identifying 
the acquisition type and having a predefined subset of image enhancing techniques based on the 
acquisition type. Argiro fills in this gap. In Grenon it is disclosed that other types of image 
enhancing techniques can be used so to use the one of Argiro in which a protocol selector 
component selects a set of predefined adjustments for volume rendering data depending on the 
set of voxel data received which would depend on the acquisition type and transducer type 
(abstract). It would be obvious to one skilled in the art of the invention to combine Argiro with 
Grenon as Grenon discloses that other types of image enhancing techniques can be used (col 7 
line 60-65) and to further the utility of Grenon to provide the best enhanced image.
